WASHINGTON CITV, Nov. 11.—Mr. John 


Jamoson, general superintendent of ths 
railway mall sorvico, has completed his an- 
nual roport for tho fiscal yoar ended June 
SO, 1SSD. From this roport it appears that 
on tho 30th of Juno, 1SUG, the year follow, 
ing tho resumption of mail service in the 
southern states, tho mails were carried over 
but ai,002 miles ot railroad, while in tho 
succeeding nineteen years tho inilBage has 
increased to 121,107. Tho increase during 
tho past year was only 1,007 miles, but it is 
awuroud from present indications of a re- 
vival of business that tho rato of increase 
will to equalled if not excelled during the 
current fiscal year. 


Tho ttoamboat mail linos upon which 


railway postal clerks aro employed continue 
to bo gradually superseded by railway 
linos or star service, and during tho yoar 
there was a decrease of 1,108 miles in tho 
mileage ot routes over which clerks run. 
Tho increase in the numbor of pieces of 
snail matter handled during tho year, ox- 
clu^ivo ot registered matter, was -123,31)7,- 
500, 
or about 9>i per cent, increase over tho 


provious fiscal year. 


It appears Irom this roport that tho num- 


ber ot accidents during tho yoar to trains to 
which postal-oars wore attached was 198, in 
which two postal clerks were killed, thirty- 
five were seriously and sixty-live slightly 
injured.
